I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
195"!  with  which  is  included  details  of  the  "Part  III”  services 
of  the  Rational  Health  Service  Act,  1936  carried  out  by  the 
Macclesfield  Divisional  Health  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  Cheshire 
C oun  ty  Counc i 1 . 

During  the  first  two  months  of  the  year,  Measles  of  a mild 
type  was  prevalent  and  in  October  the  first  notified  case  of 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  District. 

In  September  Mr.  Ankers  the  Sanitary  Inspector  left  for 
another  appointment  and  his  position  filled  on  December  1st  Y/hen 
an  agreement  with  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council  for 
the  part  time  services  of  Mr.  Watson  their  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
came  into  force.  This  agreement  has  proved  highly  satisfactory. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  Chairman  for  her 
help  and  understanding,  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
other  officials  for  their  co-operation.

In  order  to  make  the  optimum  use  of  maternity  beds  applications 
for  admission  on  other  than  medical  grounds  have  been  assessed  by  the 
Health  Visitors.  This  ensures  that  the  home  circumstances  of  the 
mother  are  known  beforehand  to  the  Hospital  Authorities  and  there  is^ 
now  established  a very  close  and  smooth  working  link  between  the 
obstetric  unit  and  the  Health  Department.  The  number  of  home 
confinements  due  to  non-acceptance  in  hospitals  is  greater  this  year 
partly  owing  to  less  beds  being  available  and  also  to  the  number  of 
bookings  made  almost  at  the  end  of  pregnancy  with,  one  assumes,  the 
object  of  gaining  compassionate  admission  at  the  expense  of  wiser  and 
more  provident  mothers  who  had  taken  advantage  of  the  /mte-Natal 
Service . 

Infant  Deaths : 


There  have  been  two  less  deaths  than  last  year’s  figure  which 
was  the  lowest  in  the  town's  history.  Eleven  of  the  children  were 
either  born  prematurely,  were  suffering  from  a congenital  malformation 
or  an  accident  during  b^rth.  Of  the  two  children  who  lived  more  than 
one  month  one  had  such  congenital  defects  as  might  have  caused  death 
at  an  earlier  age. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  in  i900,  Dr.  Marsh,  the  then 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  quoted  a distinguished  colleague  as  saying 
that  an  unavoidable  mortality  might  bo  reached  for  infants  not 
exceeding  75  per  1000  births  per  annum,  but  as  that  anight  be 
considered  too  low  he  thought  100  deaths  per  1000  per  annum  might  be 
agreed  as  unavoidable.  Everything  above  that  figure  migAo  be 
considered  abnormal  and  proven tible.  In  that  year  the  Infant 

Mortality  in  Macclesfield  was  190  per  1000.

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As  a result  of  the  continued  growth  of  the  Waiting  Lists  for 
Nursery  Accommodation,  a Suh -Comm it tee  was  constituted  to  examine 
the  lists  and  allot  vacancies  according  to  an  agreed  scale  of  priori- 
ties. A form  was  sent  to  each  parent  with  a child  already  in  the 
Nursery  and  when  the  replies  had  been  considered,  where  necessary  with 
a report  from  the  Health  Visitor,  a few  vacancies  wore  made.  Mean- 
while the  same  form  was  sent  to  the  parents  with  children  on  the 
waiting  lists  and  after  several  arduous  meetings  the  Committee  vms  able 
to  reduce  the  lists  to  manageahle  proportions.

In  the  report  given  to  the  Committee  last  year,  menticsnwas  made 
of  a scheme  to  cut  out  over-lapping  journeys  which  v/as  comm^^riced  in 
December,  1950.  This,  together  with  the  greater  use -of  car?  has 
achieved  a reduction  of  over  28,000  miles  in  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  ever  rising  costs  it  proved  impossible  for  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  to  continue  the  Hospital  Car  Service  with 
their  own  vehicles.  Fortunately,  the  volunteer  drivers  agreed  to 
continue  the  service  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Peers  and  though 
the  mileage  has  dropped  considerably  they  still  continue  to  give 
unostentatious  but  very  valuable  help. 

At  the  May  meeting  of  the  Committee  His  V/orship  the  Mayor  made 
a presentation  to  one  of  the  drivers,  Mr.  Kenneth  Hilditch,  of  a 
Certificate  awarded  by  The  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Life 
from  Fire.

iSECTIQN  29  - DQIvIESTIC  HELP 

The  number  of  Home  Helps  has  declined  by  six  this  year,  not 
because  there  has  been  less  work,  but  rather  because  women  suitable  for 
the  job  have  not  volunteered  in  sufficient  numbers  to  make  up  the 
annual  wastage  through  illness  caused  by  the  arduous  task.  The 
greater  proportion  of  time  is  given  to  the  elderPy  and  in  a number  of 
cases  half  a day  once  or  twice  a week  has  been  sufficient  to  keep  a 
home  going.  The  ability  and  tact  of  the  Home  Helps  generally  is 
beyond  praise  and  on  a number  of  occasions  their  initiative  has  prevented 
suffering.

REPORT  OF  SaKITARY  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Bollington  Urban  District  Council, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
done  during  the  year  1951, 

The  duties  of  sanitary  administration  were  executed  by 
Mr.  J.  C,  Ankers  until  September,  1951,  when  he  tendered  his 
resignation  to  take  up  another  appointment.  It  was  decided  not 
to  fill  the  vacancy  by  a whole-time  official.  An  agreement  for 
joint  sanitary  administration  of  the  district  was  made  between 
the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council  and  your  Council  - the 
agreement  operating  from  December  Ist,  1951. 

I v>/ish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  H,  R.  Dugdale  and  other  officials 
for  the  courtesy  and  consideration  shown  upon  the  inception  of 
the  joint  scheme,  and  to  Mr.  J,  C.  Ankers,  my  predecessor,  for 
the  complete  state  of  the  records  he  left.

NATBR  SUPPLY , 


Water  is  supplied  to  the  whole  of  the  district,  with  the 
exceptiom  of  six  houses,  from  the  Council's  water  works  which 
are  situated  at  Rainow,  The  supply  is  from  boreholes  in  millstone 
grit  and  is  chlorinated  before  it  passes  into  the  delivery  mains. 

The  Council’s  consulting  analysts  visit  the  undertaking 
three  times  per  year  to  take  samples  a.nd  at  their  discretion  submit 
samples  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  Other  samples 
for  analysis  are  taken  from  time  to  time. 

Water  is  also  supplied  in  bulk  to  the  Macclesfield  Rural 
District  Council. 

Three  samples  of  raw  water  were  submitted  for  chemica.1 
e.nalysis  and  ten  samples  of  rav\i  water  and  ten  samples  of  chlorinated 
water  were  submitted  for  beictoriological  examination.  Of  the  ten 
samples  of  raw  water  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  four 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  but  the  ten  samples  of  chlorinated 
water  taken  at  the  same  time  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
all  found  to  be  satisfactory.  An  examination  of  the  site 
surrounding  the  boreholes  was  carried  out  but  no  evidence  could  be 
found  of  conditions  which  might  give  rise  to  pollution.
